Cleveland. August T>.—With electric

A now passenger engine of the Chau­ 
tauqua type, the first used by any 
north western road, will baul the first 
train into St. Paul over the Burlington. 
Cedar Rapids and Northern about Sept. 
I, says the St. Paul Pioneer Press. The 
new engines are part of a large order 
the road placed a year ago, upon which 
delivery lins commenced. 
General Superintendent Williams of 
the new line says that the locomotives 
adopted are built especially for fast 
passenger service. They are of odd de­ 
sign, somewhat resembling the Atlnn 
tic type engines in use on the Northern 
Pacific and 
several 
eastern 
roads 
Tractive power is applied through two 
sets of coupled drivers 75 indies in di­ 
ameter. Smaller wheels, also coupled, 
support the weight of tile firebox. 
The new locomotives weigh in work 
ing order 153,000 pounds, exclusive of 
tender. 
They have cylinder measure 
ments of IOC. indies by 20 and carry a 
working boiler pressure of 200 pounds. 
The boilers are of the Polpaire wide 
firebox type, with 300 fifteen foot flues 
and a diameter of 04 inches. Tile en 
glue bas a total w iled base, with ten 
der, of 53 feet and a rigid w heel base 
of 0 feet 9 inches. 
Under ordinary 
loads and conditions of track they are 
capable of sustaining a speed of 80 
miles au bour. 


The five American locomotives now 
in use on the Bengal Central railway, 
writes a Calcutta correspondent, are 
giving very fair satisfaction. 
They 
were at first found to consume a great 
deal more coal than British engines, 
but after certain alterations bad been 
made the fuel consumption was re­ 
duced to the English rate. These en­ 
gines have been running since the sum­ 
mer of 1899, and last year similar loco­ 
motives were supplied to the Assam- 
Bengal railway and also for the Oudh 
and Uobilkbund line as well as for the 
Burma railway.

“Did that letter constitute a request 
for an inquiry?” was asked.

senate?” 
“That is not likely, for neither Mr. 
Chandler nor 
Admiral Evans is a 
member Of the senate.”

The paradox is this—that tile 
extrem e smallness of the scraps was 
the evidence that tiff.* torn paper was 
the last will and testam ent of the de­ 
ceased. 
T he law recognizes tearing as 
one method by which a testator may 
revoke a will, and the I ab mf ion to re­ 
voke is presumed in a testator who so 
tears one. 
But lf a contrary intention 
eau be proved by another act done at 
the same time then the tearing of the 
will <loes uot revoke it. 
Now. in this 
case the words ‘This will is all bere’ 
clearly showed that the testatrix meant 
those scraps of paper to be regard et I 
as her will. 
It rem ained to prove that 
she so meant at the time w hen she tore 
the paper. 
If site had torn the paper 
sit on** moment, intending by tHat aet 
to revoke the will* and had subsequent­ 
ly w ritten those words without wit- 
nesses or other legal formality, m ean­ 
ing to revive tin* force of tin* revoked 
will, tlieu lite latter act w as legally In­ 
valid ami the will could not he pro­ 
bated. 
Surrogate Abbott 
took 
this 
view. 
“My contention was that the writing 
on the Hap of the envelope w as In tech- 
ideal language a part of tin* saute res 
gesta as the tearing of th** will. 
I a r ­ 
gued th at if the testatrix had torn 
that paper tit o n e time aud put it in 
th a t envelope ai another Home of tin* 
pieces, small its they were, niust sure­ 
ly have lie come lost in th** interval. 
The extrem e minuteness of tin* pieces, 
coupled with the fact that not one 
piece was missing, w as my evidence 
that tin* (tearing and lite putting into 
tint I envelope were one res gesta. 
“ I had quite clearly dem onstrated the 
presence of every piece by taking a 
Sheet of glass covered wit it w hite of 
egg and Carefully reconstructing the 
whole sheet of paper upon it, leaving 
each piece with tin* sam e side to tit** 
g la s s a s Its fellows. Id thin way I was 
ald** to present tin* will in legible 
shape. 
Its physical completeness e s ­ 
tablished my point to the surrogate’s 
satisfaction, for tin* presum ption that 
the placing of the pieces In the envel­ 
ope and tin* w riting on the Hap were 
one res gesta was in my favor. Aud so 
I succeeded in pro tis ting that will.” 
To th** lay mind the m ystery of the 
tearing of tin* will rem ains no less in­ 
teresting titan tin* curious legal evi­ 
dence of its validity. 
People who 
make 
wills 
notoriously 
indulge 
in 
strange fancies at times, and it may 
lie th at this woman resorted to tile ex ­ 
pedient of tearing up her will precisely 
because th at was one of the last things 
which any one w ho wished to preserve 
a will would be likely to do wit It it. 
anti consequently no one who wished 
to ste a l lite will would Im* likely to look 
for it in an envelope containing only 
minute scraps of palier.- Exchange.

the white people of th e south will 
govern their own country.”

securing that appointment man could 
do In the few days left him before put­ 
ting to sen Nathan had conscientiously 
done, leaving to his lieutenant the duty 
of preparing the battery for the voyage 
and the possible campaign.

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CONSUMPTION CONGRESS. 


Regatta of the Great M e e t In* la Lon­ 
don. 
The final results of the groat tuber­ 
culosis congress can be summed up as 
follows, says a special cable from Lon­ 
don to the New York Jouriihl: 
First.—Tuberculosis sputum is the 
main agent in the conveyance of the 
virus of tuberculosis from man to man. 
Indiscriminate spitting should there­ 
fore be suppressed. 
Second.—It is the opinion of the con­ 
gress in London that nil public hos­ 
pitals and dispensaries should present 
every outdoor patient suffering from 
phthisis with a leaflet containing in­ 
structions in regard to the prevention 
of consumption and should supply and 
iusist upon the proper use of a pocket 
spittoon. 
Third.—The extension of the system 
of notification of phthisis cases should 
be encouraged iii all districts where 
efficient sanitary supervision can he ex­ 
ercised. 
Fourth.—Tho provision of sanatoria 
s an indispensable part of tile measures 
necessary for the diminution of tuber 
euJosis. 
Fifth.—In the opinion of this congress 
medical health officers should use the 
powers at their disposal and relax no 
effort to prevent the spread of tubercu­ 
losis by milk and meat. 
Sixth. 
In view of the doubts thrown 
on the identity of human and bovine 
tuberculosis it is expedient that the 
government bo requested to institute* 
immediate inquiry into this question, 
which is of vital importance to public 
health and of great consequence to 
agricultural interests. 
Seventh.—The overcrowding of the 
working classes helps to propagate con­ 
sumption and retard its cure. 
Eighth. — It is extremely desirable that 
an adequate and thorough investiga­ 
tion tie made to thoroughly determine 
the minimum per capita air space 
necessary to healthful life In living 
rooms, halls, schools and workshops for 
various classes of human beings, thus 
laying the groundwork for legislation 
I 
which, in so far as ventilation and sun- ; 
light can, shall help to prevent tubercu­ 
losis.

Legation Defenses Arc Approaching 


Completion— M ajor Robertson Pro­ 


te s te d to Rockhill Against Defense­ 


less Position cf U. S. Legation. 


Pekin, Aug. 5.— A m erican and Eli 
I olm-a u resident* asserted th a t the ut- 
m eaner of the Pekin populace was 
constantly becoming more unfriendly 
and that, as the allied troops d ep art 
td 
the Chinese resum ed 
their old 
habits of jostling and cursing 
for 
i goers in th e streets. 
The legation defenses are now ap 
preaching 
completion. 
Generally 
speaking, they consist of brick walls 
/lorn ID to 20 feet high and from 3 to 
4 feet thick, loopholed for rifles. 
The m inisters of the powers 
ig­ 
nored the plan for a uniform system 
of defense subm itted by 
the gener­ 
als, and consequently 
the 
govern 
inputs are w orking independently. 
It is the policy of the m inisters to 
avoid conspicuous 
work of defense. 
lest these should prove an irritant, 
provoking instead of preventing hos­ 
tilities. 
Most of the engineers have 
recom m ended stronger defenses than 
the m inisters will sanction. 
Major 
Edgar B. Robertson, a l the Ninth in­ 
fantry, who com m ands 
th e 
United 
States legation guard, w rote to Mr. 
Rockhill to protest against what he 
calls “the defenseless position of our 
legation,” representing that it is ex­ 
posed to attack on four sides. 
Mr. 
Rockhill has replied that it is npt in­ 
tended to 
m aintain a fortress, but 
merely a wail for protection against 
unexpected mob violence.

POSTAL SYSTEM EXPANDS. 


R u ral M all C a rrier. Can l o w Get 
M oney Order* F or P ntron*. 
The department has issued a bound 
book of receipts for rural mall carriers 
which resembles in a general way a 
checkbook, each page containing a re­ 
ceipt and a stub, with a lier fora ted 
line between to facilitate separation, 
says the Washington Times. The book 
is kept by the carrier, and the stubs 
show the disposal made of the money 
intrusted to him by the patron who 
holds his receipt. 
He is ahA'ays sup 
plied with blank applications, which 
the patron fills out himself and gives 
bim with the money. 
The carrier’s 
receipt In this manner becomes the pa­ 
tron’s voucher, showing that he has 
given the carrier his money and his ap­ 
plication. 
The stub becomes the car­ 
rier’s voucher that money and applica­ 
tion have been given to the post master 
and that a money order has been made 
out in accordance therewith, and the 
postmaster’s voucher Is found in his 
own money order book, av here a carbon J 
duplicate of the order he has drawn is 
preserved. 
The postmaster may, if the patron de­ 
sires and sends him by the carrier’* 
band an addressed envelope or letter, 
slip the order inside and mail it him­ 
self, or he may glA’e the order to the 
carrier to be banded over to the patron 
on the next trip past the tetter’s place 
of residence.

A D a in ty D lah T hat Can Be M ade 
F rom th e F r a il. 
The apples that ripen in August are 
deliciously spicy and vcrjk Juicy, and 
they lend themselves well to dainty 
desserts and supper dishes.

lish friend taught me to appreciate this 
fruit as I never had before, says Saute 
Joy White In the August Woman’s 
Home Companion. 
One of the dishes 
to which site introduced me was apple 
trine. 
The ingredients are ten good 
Jlzed Juicy apples, the rind of baff a 
lemon, six ouuces of fine granulated 
sugar, one* Im lf pint of milk, one-half 
pint of cream, two eggs and some whip­ 
ped cream.

Make 
a boiled custard of the eggs, cream and 
milk, and when It has cooled a little 
pour It OA’cr tile apples.

cupful of cream, having sweetened it 
and flavored it with lemon, heap it 
over Hie custard, and the dish is ready 
for the til hic.
